No- 
thing is more vitally important to 
all of us who have a limited num- 
ber of dollars to spend, yet most of 
the advice that is available is either 
ignorant or prejudiced. 

Food fads and faddists are con- 
trantly getting into print, and we 
laways be on our guard against high 
pressure salesmanship for all types 
of foods. 

We have gone for our sources of 
information to the Government and 
the big insurance companies who 
have nothing to sell except good 
health, so far as foods are concern- 
ed. The following list of essential 
oods may be depended on to supply 
everything that is required for the 
best of health and is obviously ap- 
plicable to every type of purse, even 
the family on county grocery al- 
lowance.
